"TOTALLY IN THE MOMENT" 

Garrett McNamara 
is King of the Big Wave 


Not all world records are the result 
of superhuman strength or speed or 
durability requiring intricate planning 
or years of intense training. Sometimes 
the unprecedented happens when two 
primary ingredients converge: 1) Perfect 
natural conditions, and 2) cast-iron balls 
the size of Jupiter. 



44 year-old Hawaiian 
Garrett McNamara, the 
visionary water explorer and 
big-wave surfer who caught 
a 78' monster in November, 
2011, wasn't even plan¬ 
ning on surfing that day in 
Nazare, Portugal because 
he was convalescing from 
the previous day's swell that, 
according to McNamara and 
his crew, produced waves 
bigger than the one Guinness 
eventually acknowledged this 
year. His friends and girlfriend 
convinced him to come out so 
he eventually strapped on the 
6' Dick Brewer tow board just 
in time to catch the epic set 


that produced the record. 

Nazare is an idyllic village 
situated next to a gargantuan 
underwater canyon that runs 
140 miles long and extends 
more than three miles below 
the surface. This geological 
feature paired with recent 
storms created the legendary 
swell that McNamara rode 
into the record books. 

As he dropped in, he could 
feel that something special 
was happening. "I was totally 
in the moment. PCP. Present, 
connected and protected," he 
said in a phone interview with 
Reuters. "If you fall, there's 
not much chance of survival."

ur mission really is to 
protect all waterways 
and beaches," says Dudley Ta- 
bakin. Chairperson of Surfrider 
Foundation, Newport Beach 
Chapter. "It's all connected. 
Water runs from mountaintops 
down through rivers and lakes 
and eventually drains into the 
ocean, so even though a main- 
lander might not have an ocean 
nearby, the first stop for water 
waste is going to be that lake 
or river they enjoy. We all have 
a responsibility to keep water 
clean, wherever we live." 

Surfrider Foundation origi¬ 
nated in Malibu, California, 
when a group of surfers took 
action against an ordinance 
that would effectively destroy 
the wave at First Point they 
so eagerly enjoyed. From 
these tiny, noble roots sprung 
an international grass-roots 
juggernaut that now boasts 
eighty-five chapters, from its 
headquarters in San Clemente 
to Brasil, Japan, and- to Taba- 
kin's point- Chicago, IL. 

"The biggest problem is that 
we don't use water properly," 
explains Tabakin. "When I say 


we, I'm not just talking about 
the corporation or construction 
crew that creates exces¬ 
sive waste through improper 
drainage and run-off, but the 
individual as well. The idea is 
to contain the water on your 
property: Simple things like us¬ 
ing the rainwater from your roof 
to water your garden, or finding 
other landscaping alternatives 
if you live in a place where 
green grass doesn't grow 
naturally- these things make 
a big difference. It's amazing 
how many bright green lawns 
there are in California. Is the 
aesthetic preference for grass 
so important that we have a 
shortage of drinking water? Is 
it so important that we pollute 
our water with fertilizer and 
chemicals? One of Surfrider s 
goals is to educate people on 
how to use water properly and 
efficiently." 

The key concept behind 
Surfrider Foundation's various 
initiatives and policies is 'pres¬ 
ervation,' and in a day and age 
where this idea seems to be 
increasingly at odds with the 
ever-popular notion of 'prog¬ 


ress,' it is imperative that the 
volunteer organization makes 
the most of its opportunities for 
widespread promotion through 
localized mass exposure. This 
year at the US Open of Surfing 
in Huntington, Surfrider Founda¬ 
tion is teaming up with Finlandia 
Vodka to educate hundreds of 
thousands of surf fans about the 
importance of keeping oceans, 
waves and beaches clean and 
accessible to all. 

"The USOS attracts a huge 
crowd every year and many 
of the surfers are members," 
says Tabakin. "Guys like Rob 
Machado, Kelly Slater and 
Dane Reynolds do an incred¬ 
ible job supporting Surfrider 
and helping us educate people 
on how they can help. Ideas 
like avoiding plastic water 
bottles, decreasing use of 
plastic in general because it 
ends up in landfills and in the 
oceans and costs too much 
to recycle- they get behind us 
and raise more awareness in 
one weekthan any of us can 
do in a year. To use local lingo, 
they get people stoked on Sur¬ 
frider and I can't tell you how 
much it helps the cause."

He then sat motionless and was 
carried along at the same swift rate as the 
wave, till it landed him upon the beach. Then 
he started out. emptied his canoe, and went in 
search of another swell. I could not help con¬ 
cluding that this man felt the most supreme 
pleasure while he was driven on so fast and 
so smoothly by the sea.'

S urfing's uniqueness as 
a sport resides in its 
elegant simplicity: There is 
no ball, no hitting or throw¬ 
ing or bouncing or kicking. 
There is no motorized pull or 
propulsion, no mechanistic 
assistance or instant replay. 
There are no falsehoods 
or extras, no barriers or 
implements of manipulation. 
There is only the wave and 
the human soul harmonized 
through an ovoid platform. 


The art of riding waves has 
been under constant devel¬ 
opment since the first person 
decided to take a dip in the 
ocean. No one is sure when 
body surfing made the jump 
to board surfing, and this 
fact speaks to its status as 
the oldest active sport on the 
planet, far pre-dating the first 
historical record as observed 
by Captain Cook and his men 
in the late 1700s shortly after 
they arrived in Tahiti.

The Polynesians who 
eventually settled Hawaii 
brought their surfing chops 
with them. It's on the same 
shores where Mark Foo, 

John John Florence, Carissa 
Moore and the Ho and Irons 
brothers honed their skills 
that ancient islanders es¬ 
tablished a religious culture 
with surfing as a centerpiece 
of worship. According to surf 
historian Veronica Britton, 
the privilege or riding waves 
was reserved for an elite 
class called the ali'i, who 
performed sacred rituals 
before making their boards. 
There were four kinds of 
boards they made: 

• The paipo or kioe was2'-4' 
long, like a bodyboard and 
made for the little grommets 

• The alaia or omo was 
closest in size to today's 
longboard, roughly 8' or 
longer 

• The kiko'o was between 
12' and 18'and was used 
for big waves but was not 
easy to master 

• The olo was the longest 
board at 18'-24' and was 
only made for royalty 

The locals-only ethos is 
rooted in ancient tradition, 
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where the privilege of riding 
the best waves was reserved 
for royalty. Commoners 
who dared drop in on a big 
Kahuna riding his olo faced 
the real possibility of death or 
creative torture. The sport of 
kings was aptly named. 

Surfing went mainstream 
in 1912 when Olympic 
swimming gold medalist 
and Hawaiiain native Duke 
Kahanamoku incorporated it 
into various swimming exhibi¬ 
tions in the US and abroad. 
Called the 'Father of Modern 
Surfing', Kahanamoku added 
to his legend on June 14th, 
1925 when he rescued eight 
fishermen from drowning 
after their vessel capsized 
in the Newport Beach city 
harbor, making trips back and 
forth on his surfboard to bring 
the men safely ashore. 

Today, the US Open of 
Surfing draws roughly half a 
million people to Huntington 
Beach in one glorious week 
of wave worship. Pioneers 
like Brett Simpson, Andy 
Irons, Rob Machado, Taj 
Burrow and Kelly Slater 
have carried on an ancient 
legacy with visionary 
athleticism that defines 
the swells beneath them: a 
force of nature.

THE USOS SURVIVAL KIT 




W ilderness survival 
expert and TV per¬ 
sonality Dave Canterbury 
advocates the 5 C's of 
survival when facing the 
challenges and perils of the 
great outdoors: cutting tool, 
cover, container, cordage 
and combustion device. If 
you're attending this year's 
US Open of Surfing, this 
quintet of essential items 
likewise applies to your 
basic survival: 

CUTTING TOOL 

Knives and weapons of any 
kind are strictly prohibited at 
the USOS, but a neon string 
bikini and chiseled abs might 
help you avoid long lines. 

And though skateboards 
are prohibited for non¬ 
competitors, you can bring 
your blades. 

COVER 

Like any trip to the beach, 
sunscreen, hat and sun¬ 
glasses are must-have items. 

CONTAINER 

The USOS is an alcohol-free 
event and bottled water is 
not sold on the premises in 
orderto reduce waste. There 
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are numerous hydration 
stations, however, so make 
sure to pack a twist-top jug 
or water bottle in your back¬ 
pack (along with the fifth of 
Jack or Cuervo). 

CORDAGE 

Though flipflops and sandals 
are preferable summertime 
footwear, the USOS covers 
fourteen acres of Huntington 
Beach real estate, so con- 
sideryour comfort and wear 
lace-up shoes if you plan on 
walking around to see the 
various attractions. Also, 
the crowds can get pretty 
dense in number and IQ, so 
protect your piggies from 
irresponsible steppers. 

COMBUSTION DEVICE
